The regular April 1965 meeting 
of the Council of the County of 
Vulcan No. 2, was held on Thurs¬ 
day. April 15. Reeve Jack Deitz 
presided and councillors J. M. Mc¬ 
Kay, Ivan Hags; F. N. Thurber, 
D. A. McNiven, Frank E. Hubka, 
R. S. Irwin, A. W. Ulrich, A Mc¬ 
Alister, E. Ericksen and M. Wil¬ 
lard were present. Also at the 
meeting was D. McQueen, secre¬ 
tary-treasurer. 

A letter from the Deputy Minis¬ 
ter of Municipal Affairs advising 
that t h e Municipal Assistance 
Grant for the year 1965 would be 
5131,491.07 was read. 

A letter from John Van Brun- 
schot of Brant asking about the 
leasing of Hangar No! 7 at the air¬ 
field was read. The councillors de¬ 
clined ...to lease this hangar as it 
was not the policy of the council 
to make this building available at 
this time. 

A letter from the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co. advising that 
an inspection would be made of the 
crossing which the company had 
planned to transfer from a public 
to a private crossing directly north 
of Ensign station was read. The 
letter advised tiiat notice would be 
giv^n ’so that the county would 
have a representative on the scene. 

A letter from the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Co. advised that a 
public hearing would be held in 
Lethbridge on Wednesday, May 12, 
at 10:00 in the forenoon in the 
Court House to discuss the matter 
of the chang" in the service which 
is being promoted for Southern 
Alberta. 

Councillors discussed the location 
of the new street lights, and de¬ 
cided to leave this matter over 
until the next meeting, at which 
it was hoped that the local Calgary 
Power L|d- manager could be 
present.' 

R. S. Irwin, chairman of the 
Civil Defence Committee, gave a 
report of the meeting held respect¬ 
ing the civil defence and advised 
the council that another meeting 
would be held in two weeks at 
which it was hoped that one of the 


senior Provincial Civil Defence of¬ 
ficers would be present. 

It was noted that the Civil De- 
lence Committee had given up the 
Tompkins Building and that equip¬ 
ment had been moved to the site 
in the old Town of Vulcan fire hall. 

Mr. Irwin reported in respect to 
the Agricultural Service Board 
activities which were limited dur¬ 
ing the past month and also gave 
the figures for the operation of the 
Blackie and Vulcan Seed Cleaning 
Plant. 

Ivan Haga reported to the coun¬ 
cil in respect to the Municipal 
Committee’s activities and noted 
that preparations are being made 
to begin work for this year, and 
he spoke of meetings held with 
other councillors of the County of 
Vulcan and Municipal District of 
Willow Creek regarding future 
paving plans. Mr. Haga also spoke 
of the proposition of the other dis¬ 
tricts to co-operate in engaging a 
firm of engine"rs to look after 
their needs. The County of Vulcan 
has not committed itself in this re¬ 
spect as the county had already 
engaged N. H. Bradley as engineer 
for the year 1965. 

The secretary-treasurer present¬ 
ed a number of designs for a pro¬ 
posed crest for the County of Vul¬ 
can. After looking these over, it 
was decided that the county should 
engage the services “of a commer¬ 
cial artist to come up with a suit¬ 
able design for the county crest 
and instructions were given to 
have this done. 

D. G. Walker, representing the 
Vulcan Recreational Centre, inter¬ 
viewed the council in respect to 
obtaining assistance of the county 
in the project of a civic recreatioal 
centre for Vulcan, and asked that 
the county consider making the 
Centennial Grant available to the 
Town of Vulcan civic centre pro¬ 
ject. 

Mr. Walker pointed out that it 
was not the intention of the town 
to ask the county to favour the 
Vulcan project over any other 
communities’ in the county, but

The CPR’s proposed plan for re-organization of 
its freight operations in Southern Alberta is to be 
considered by the Board of Transport Commissioners 
at a hearing in Lethbridge, May 12. 

The submission, if approved, would see resident 
agencies closed at most points in the Lethbridge 
division, with customers for freight, telegraph and 
passenger services conducting their business with the 
Lethbridge office by way of free long distance tele¬ 
phone. Extra staff and new data processing equip¬ 
ment would be installed at Lethbridge to handle 
waybilling and other work. There would be one 
“mobile” representative for the Aldersyde line, sta¬ 
tioned at Vulcan, and one for the Macleod line, sta¬ 
tioned at Claresholm. 

Opposition to the plan, by the communities con¬ 
cerned, is growing as the various effects of the plan 
are more fully realized. 

Curtailment of customer service would surely be 
one result, for the long distance telephone can cer¬ 
tainly not replace the personal service, advice and 
help of the station agent at a country point. And the 
mobile representative, whose prime job, according to 
the CPR submission, would be to assist customers, is 
expected to travel the entire Aldersyde line every day 
which would almost automatically make him unavail¬ 
able when he was needed. 

If this reorganization was an economy measure, 
forced on the CPR by falling revenues in the Leth¬ 
bridge division, it would be difficult to argue against 
it. But the facts and figures indicate that, if any¬ 
thing, the reverse is true — that CPR operations in 
this division are highly profitable. 

Vulcan is a prime example. In 1963 total CPR 
revenue at this point was over $185,000. In 1964, 
total CPR revenue at Vulcan jumped to over $402,000. 
The CPR contends that a business of this volume can 
be satisfactorily serviced by long distance telephone, 
with an occasional bit of advice or help from a travel¬ 
ling representative. This contention is certainly open 
to argument and contrary to normal business practice, 
for any concern doing even a fraction of this volume 
of business at any point would certainly maintain a 
branch office at that point, regardless of where the 
actual paper work was being done. And, in effect, a 
CPR station, staffed by an agent, is a branch office of 
the CPR, maintalhing personal contact with cus¬ 
tomers and making available to them a service for 
which there is no substitute. 

These reasons alone are sufficient for a strong 
argument against the CPR’s proposed plan and will 
likely form the basis for the briefs to be submitted by 
Vulcan, Champion and Carmangay in opposition to 
the CPR’s submission to the Transport Commis¬ 
sioners. Loss of the CPR agent at any town is going 
to hurt that town — we trust that strong, well docu¬ 
mented briefs will be presented at the hearing by all

The continually expanding 
water development program of 
the Prairie Farm Rehabilitation 
Administration is responsible 
for the appointment of three 
Regional Water Development 
Officers. R. N. " Andy " An¬ 
drews, of Brandon, will be in 
charge of water development 
programs in Manitoba and 
eastern Saskatchewan; Maurice 
LaRose, of Swift Current, will 
continue similar duties for the 
remainder of Saskatchewan, 
while Glen R. Evans will super¬ 
vise the Alberta region from 
Calgary. 

In making the announce¬ 
ment, the Director of P.F.R.A., 
AA.

A nationally published woman’s 
magazine printed an article in it's 
May issue condoning Common Law 
Marriages and complaining that 
the Divorce Laws are too rigid. 
This is typical, I am afraid, of 
much that is being said and writ¬ 
ten at present on this subject, and 
it smacks of Godlessness. 

There is a lot of confused think¬ 
ing about marriage going on right 
now. I am sure you have often 
heard people say "you mustn’t 
condemn a person for making a 
mistake in marriage" of cour se 
not. We should not condemn any¬ 
body. Jesus Christ does not con¬ 
demn anybody far making a mis¬ 
take in anything — or for doing 
anything evil — yet he expects us 
to realize where we have gone 
wrong and to ask His help to do 
differently. If we don't we are con¬ 
demned by the very word he has 
spoken." 

Just as Christ is always ready to 
forgive the .person who admits his 
mistake — so he expects the mar¬ 
ried couple to forgive each other. 
This is part of His "Law of Love.” 


He expects love to dominate in 
marriage — and let’s face it —

love. They are, I would say, acts 
of Self Cent redness and show lack 
of self discipline.
